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Our  home  has  now  had  an  existence  of  twenty  years  :  and  as 
the  time  has  again  come  round  when  it  is  usual  to  present  to  our 
friends  an  Annual  Report,  our  first  thought  is,  that  we  have  scanty 
material  for  that,  except  in  an  account  of  routine  duties  and  dry 
statistics. 

But  to  a  community  which  has  shown  interest  in  our 
charity  from  its  outset,  and  given  to  it  at  all  times  substantial 
and  generous  proof  of  fellowship,  we  can  at  least,  tell  of  the 
quiet  which  has  reigned  in  our  borders  the  past  year. 

It  has  been  said,  “  That  nation  is  happiest  which  has  no 
history.”  If  it  be  true  of  a  large  community,  that  prosperity 
and  happiness  are  indicated  by  the  absence  of  startling  or 
notable  events  in  its  career,  not  less  true  is  it  in  our  smaller 
sphere,  that  its  composed  life  during  the  past  year  may  be  taken 
as  a  sign  of  content  amongst  us  and  that  we  are  fulfilling  one  of 
the  ideas  proposed  by  its  founders  to  make  this  indeed  a  Home. 

But  while  we  feel  assured  that  this  feature  has  been  effected, 
we  can  never  rest  quite  satisfied  that  the  original  purpose  as  our 
name  indicates  has  been  perfected  until  we  are  able  to  unite  the 
care  of  children  with  that  of  the  aged.  That  this  idea  is  not 
only  possible  but  if  properly  arranged  may  be  made  to  work 
with  advantage  to  each  will  be  testified  to,  by  all  the  older 
members  of  this  board  who  remember  our  early  history. 

We  have  drifted  away  from  this  purpose  through  various 
causes  and  influences,  the  strongest  being  the  inconvenient 
structure  of  our  present  building  for  carrying  out  these  united 
benefits  :  but  let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  motive  of  the  founder 
whose  first  idea  in  establishing  this  benevolence  was  for  the 
needs  of  the  little  ones.  We  trust  that  another  year  will  give  us 
a  clearer  light  and  more  abundant  means  that  we  may  better  ex¬ 
ecute  our  stewardship,  believing  that  our  work  is  never  done. 
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Ours  is  a  continuing  trust ;  our  corporate  existence  has  no 
limit:  and  as  we  have  not  sufficient  permanent  fund  to  depend 
upon  for  a  regular  income,  we  are  obliged  to  charge  a  small 
weekly  board,  and  make  up  the  deficit  from  the  uncertain  sources 
of  fairs  and  other  charitable  issues,  depending  on  the  good  and 
prosperous  to  aid  us  in  carrying  on  the  workings  of  a  Home, 
which  from  its  records  we  believe  may  be  worthy  an  honorable 
mention  amongst  the  Institutions  of  the  State. 

We  have  had  very  little  sickness  the  past  year,  with  the 
exception  of  chronic  cases  of  long  standing  and  which  must  be 
regarded  as  the  usual  experiences  amongst  such  aged  women. 

The  angel  of  death  visited  us  January  15th,  1876,  taking 
beyond  our  care  Mrs.  Mary  Bragg,  aged  95.  For  her  there  can 
be  no  regrets,  she  having  lived  longer  than  the  generally  supposed 
limit  of  happy  old  age.  We  can  but  rejoice  that  the  tired  body 
is  at  rest  after  so  many  years  of  earthly  sojourn.  With  this 
exception  there  have  been  few  changes  among  the  inmates  who 
now  number  14.

These  services 
have  been  looked  forward  to  by  all  who  were  enabled  to  come 
down  stairs,  as  the  attractive  event. of  the  week.  Man v  friends 
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and  neighbors  have  joined  us  and  shown  their  good  will  and 
sympathy  by  meeting  with  us  in  our  worship  ;  this  has  been  very 
pleasing  to  our  aged  friends,  especially  when  the  young  have 
come  to  brighten  the  picture  with  their  reverence  and  hymns  of 
praise. 

W  e  would  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many  favors, 
in  every  form,  that  have  been  bestowed,  whether  in  gifts,  atten¬ 
tions,  or  ready  cooperation.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  for 
their  timely  gifts,  the  free  use  of  Kennedy  Hall  for  May  day 
fairs  the  last  two  years  having  brought  a  rich  return.  Many 
remembrances  in  the  way  of  flowers  and  fruits  and  delicacies 
for  the  sick  :  For  valuable  services  of  Dr.  Streeter  so  faithfully 
given  :  To  the  proprietors  of  the  Suffolk  County  Journal,  for 
their  interesting  weekly  journal,  and  their  advertising  favors  :  To 
the  various  clergymen  who  have  so  cheerfully  responded  to  our 
call,  often  after  hard  labor  in  their  own  pulpits  :  To  all  who 
have  in  any  way  shown  us  a  kindly  interest  we  give  our  hearty 
thanks.
